The March net amounts to a return 
of about 2.3 per cent on the valuation 
placed upon the transportation system 
when the last freight and passenger 
rates were fixed.

Washington, D. C., May 14.—[Spe- 
cial.]—A complete agreement between 
senate and house conferees on the 
emergency tariff bill probably will be 
reached Tuesday, @tcording to Senator 
Penrose, chairman of the _ senate 
finance committee. The conferees met 


today, then turned the senate and 
house bills over to experts to report 
a compromise draft Tuesday. 

The chief differences relafe to the 
anti-dumping provisjons and the pro- 
vision extending the war trade board 
control of imports of dyes. The house 
conferees suggested the appraiser or 
collector of customs determine when 
investigations should be made to de- 
termine as to dumping of goods at 
prices below home market values. 


Senate Plan Slightly Different, 


The secretary of the treasury was 
to have that power by the senate bill.

‘PALATE AND ART OF SPEECH. 
HE nose cavity is separated from 

the mouth cavity by a bony plate 

in front and a muscle veil behind. 

This bony plate, called the hard 
palate, grows into the common mouth 
nose cavity at a somewhat early stage of 
the deyelopment of the child. It is a 
| partitfon built up from the sides for the 
‘ purpose of dividing the cavity in two 
| parts. In the zone t below the nose 
| in front a third bony plate grows back- 
| ward to help the lateral plates to form 
the partition. If the partition fails to 
complete itself the result is hare lip or 
a cleft palate. Hare lips are generally 
on one or ‘both sides of the middle line. 
In order to make the mouth a speech 
organ suitable for the needs of man this 
partition finishes Off behind with a 
' muscular curtain called the soft palate, 
| which Hes first horizontal, then turns 
downward toward the throat, and fin- 
ishes up as a teatlike structure known 
| as the uvula. If this muscle part Of the 
partition fails to close properly during 
the development period the condition is 
termed a cleft palate. The cleft in the 
soft palate may involve the hard palate 

| as well.

This soft palate is immensely impor- 
tant. In the sounding of all words 
| except those stressing M, N, and NG the 
soft palate must close off the nose com- 
| pletely from the mouth. In the making 
of explosive sounding words, such as 
| chart, James, George, the closure must 
| be light enough to hold when air is being 
. forced through the lips and teeth under 
considerable pressure. While the vowel 
sounds ¢an be made without help from 
the palate, giving them good resonance 
and quality necessitates the use of the 
soft palate,

EANWHILE the doctrine spread itself throughout the empire. Un- 
deterred by the cruelties of fire and sword, the Christians built up a 
magnificent organization, and at the end of the third century it would 


have been difficult to tell whether the people of the Roman empire | 


were more heathen or Christian. The last and severest of the persecutions 
In the year 303 Diocletian 
issued a series of edicts the terms of which indicate the despairing effort to 
root out every vestige of the Christian faith. However, it was too late for 
any measure of repression, and the policy of “ frightfulness”’ gave way a few 
years later to a policy of toleration. In the year 311 the edict of Galerius 
opened a new era of comparative freedom. Christians were allowed again to 
gather in their societies, and Christianity, long proscribed, takes its place by 
the side of Judaism as a permitted religion, “ religio licita.” 

But not very long did it remain in such a condition of humble sufferance 
by a heathen power. Galerius died, and in the next year, 312, Constantine 
ascended the throne as emperor of the west. In the year 313 he met at Milan 


_Licinius, the emperor of the east, and then the two monarchs issued the famous 


proclamation known as the “ Edict of Milan.” By this edict was introduced a 
universal and unconditional religious freedom. Up to then paganism had been 
the religion of the state, but by the Edict of Milan it was disestablished through- 
out the empire, and no other religion was established by it. The enactment of 
this policy is one of the marvels of history, diverse from all that had preceded 
and from all that followed. The policy of toleration was short lived, enduring 
but little longer than a single generation, but it remains gh object lesson to al! 
subsequent history. 


Though the Edict of Milan was issued in the name of both emperors, it ex- 
pressed the ideas of Constantine alone. Licinius remained attathed to pagan- 
ism and endeavored to suppress the Christian faith. Soin 323 a war broke out 
between the two emperors, in which Constantine completely defeated his rival. 
Now that he united in his own person the empire of the entire Roman world, 
he was in a position to give world-wide effect to his religious views. 

At once that he assumed the sovereignty of the eastern empire he issued 
the monumental “ proclamation to the peoples of the east” in which he em- 
phasized the individual liberty of conscience. The form of the proclamation 
is unique. It is immediately addressed to God himself, and it becomes on the 
part of Constantine a covenant. with God for the policy his government as- 
sumes towards religious questions. 

It was not to be expected that his successors should have equally broad

A period of distinct supremacy 
of the state followed, until Gregory VII. humiliated Henry V. at Canossa (1077). 

From Gregory VII. there dated what may be called the imperialism—i, é., 
the ever extending domination of the church. It reached its climax with Pope 
Boniface VIII. (1300), seated on the throne, crowned with the tiara, and girt 
with a sword, exclaiming: “‘I am Cesar. I am emperor.” But in the struggle 
of Philip of France and Edward I. of England against the pope a new element 
appeared—the nation—and with the rise of an individual national life the dream 
of a world thesegacy came to an end. 

During all this time the individual, so to say, did not exist. 
freedom of conscience, whatever element might preponderate. The subject had 
to obey the pope or the emperor, but he had to obey somebody. This situation 
remained unchanged when the nations emancipated themselves from the domi- 
nation of Rome. Everywhere the doctrine “ Cuius regio, eius religio” (the re- 
ligion of the ruler is that of the ruled) became acknowledged. 

The Anabaptists declared that the state was an evil to be endured only 


so long as there were unregererate people, which is true, but does not advance | 
us very much, as the species of “‘unregenerate people”’ will hardly ever die | 


out. So the poor enthusiasts were hunted and slain like wild beasts, and the 
Protestant canton of Zurich decreed with bitter irony that all “ rebaptizers and 
rebaptized ’’ should be drowned.

Such was the Bug Jones of my youth.

A last, elusive morsel of food should 
never be pursued about a plate and 
finally pushed upon the fork by the 
assistance of the finger. A bit of bread 
may be utilized*for the purpose. 

Food should never be held in mid air 
on fork or spoon while conversation 
is carried on. As soon as food is lifted 
from the plate it should be trans- 
ferred directly to the mouth. 

Drawing upon the tablecloth, toying 
\Lnsentmindedly with the table fur- 
pishings, and crumbling one’s bread 
are forms of nervousness, and should 
be controlled. 

Resting the arms on the table and 
bending the head to meet the cup or 
glass from which one is drinking is bad 
form. So is lifting a dish from the 
table while eating from it. It is bad 
form also to hold the fork in the left 
hand while loading it with food with 
the aid of the knife. Use a fork with 
‘the right hand except when that mem- 
ber holds the knife to cut the food. 
Only sufficient food should be placed 
upon fork or spoon to allow it to be 
taken with ease into the mouth, which 


With Regard to Liquids, 
Drinking from a cup while the spoon 
remains in it is unpardonable offense 
against etiquette. Nor is it good form

to allow spoon to stand tn coffee, tea, 
or bouillon cup. Just stir the liquids 
once or twice (gently), sip a spoonful 
to test the temperature, and then lay 
the spoon on the saucer and keep it 
there when not in use. You may drink 
soups served in bouiJon cups directly 
from the cups, after it has been emp- 
tied part way down. 

Don’t blow upon a spoonful of soup 
to cool it. Dip soup with an outward 
motion rather than by drawing the 
spoon toward you. Liquids are ihe 


bibed from the side, not the end, of the 
spoon. | 
A slight rubbing together of the | 
fingertips without stirring .up or 
splashing the water about is ‘the cor- | 
rect procedure in finger bowl usage. | 
Eat slowly and quietly. Bolting food, 
striking the spoon, fork, or glass rim 
against the teeth, sucking up liquid 
from a spoon, clashing knife or fork 
against the plate, scraping the bot- 
tom of cup or plate for the last mor- 
sel, and chewing food with the mouth 
open are all offenses that bear cor- 
rection. x

It is like for- 
mic acid, only one-sixth of the strength 
and much cheaper. 

Acetic Ether. 
This is a useful solvent which mixes 


“with either alcohol or ether. Mixed 


with the latter, it is often the only com- 
bination which can be relied on not to 
affect the most delicate colors when 
taking out obstinate spots. 
Albumen Stains. 

tmportant thing about these 

is to see that they are removed

Alcohol. 

This dissolves either entirely or 
partly all fat olla, fate, and many res- 
ins. To increase its efficacy, dissolve 
benzine soap in 98 per cent alcohol. 
Under the present ruling regarding the 
‘gale of alcohol, it is always possible to 
get it from your druggist by the addi- 
tion of some ingredients which will 
make it impossible for €onsumption. 
The usual addition is carbolic acid, but 
this should not be added to the alcohol 
‘which is to be used for cleaning pur- 
poses. Have him add either ether or 
chloroform.

BPxperi- 
ments have shown that the habitual 
use of hot solutions of alkalis, even 
when the solution is weak, has a de- 
structive effect on the fibers of linen 
and cotton, and much more so on wool 
and silk. So it is wise to avoid wash- 
ing powders and too powerful bleaches 
in the weekly wash and to use only a 
weak ammonia solution instead. 
Alkali Stains. 

Often, even after a general dry clean- 
ing, obstinate alkali or dust stains will 
remain on the bottom of a skirt. These 
should be treated with a 5 per cent so- 
lutiomof acetic acid and rinsed. 

Alum, 
“This is an astringent mineral sait 
which will clear dirty water. One ta- 


blespoonful dissolved in water and | 
added to the tub will precipitate all the | 


mud or dirt made from the clothes. In 


regions where it is necessary to use | 
river water for washing, this is a valu- | 
able hint for the inevitable muddy | 


water of spring; and in cases of ex- 
treme necessity, where water is short, 
by this means a tubful may be used for 
the entire wash. Alum is also a safe- 
guard against fire, and children’s 
dresses or window curtains rinsed in 
a gallon of water to which two ounces 
of alum has been added will be ren- 
dered noninflammable. 
Ammonia. 


Just as acetic acid is one of the most | fi 
useful adjuncts of the dry cleaner, 80 a 


ammonia is an ever present aid to the 
laundress. It softens the water and 
loosens the dirt, economizes soap, and 
is a powerful neutralizing agent after 
the use of acids which have been em- 
ployed to take out spots, It has com- 


paratively no ill effect on linen or cot- 
ton, even after continued use, but, if 
used at all on wool or silk must be cold 
and Miveh diluted. It should never be 
used on brass or copper, as it eats into 
the metal, and it discolore aluminum. 


Ammonia Stains. 

These sometimes occur In woolen 
fabrics, which are affected by am- 
monia. Moisten the spot slightly with | 
dilute oxalic acid or acetic acid, and 
then sponge quite freely with water. 

Aniline Oil. 
. This is a very powerful solvent for 
enamels, rosin varnishes, tar, and 
pitch. But as there are others less ex- 
pensive for these stains, its chief use 
may be confined to obstinate dye 
stains.

The 
designs and colors are of the most dar- 
ing sort—a real stained glass blue, 
pumpkin yellow. magenta, lemon, emer- 
ald, flame. Prolific designing is oniy 
exceeded by proflseness of clear color. 
At first glance they are almost resent- 
able, but they have a charm which— 
if it holds more than a minute—con- 
quers the beholder and dominates tri- 
umphantly.

OMEN who are planning to 
take a vacation in the early 
part of the summer are, no 
doubt, thinking even this 
ea@riy about the clothes they will wish 
t@ have; and among the necessary 
things come a pretty kimono and cap 
for Pullman wear, the kimono to slip 
on when getting ready to dress in the 
morning, and the cap to wear at night 
to. keep one’s hair clean and free from 
dust and smoke. 

These things are like everything 
else, rather expensive to buy ready to 
wear and not expensive if made at 
home. An allover figured silk, the 
figures showing some contrasting col- 
ore, will be good looking, and about 
3% or 4 yards of silk 36 inches wide 
will be needed. .Then you will need 
silk matchirg one of the celors in the 
figures to face the armholes and neck 
opening. The long string sash can 
be made of the kimono silk or of that 
used for the facing. 

To cut the kimono, 


open your silk | 


ends meet, and the fold in the silk at 
the other end makes the shoulders 
and tops of the sleeves like a kimono 
waist. Through the middle at the top, 
cut straight down seven or eight 
inches, cutting through both thick- 
nesses of the silk. You will see by 
the diagram just what is meant. ‘ 

This makes the neck opening, and 
will allow it to be slipped on over the 
head. Measure down from the fold 
at each end fifteen inches, and seam 
the silk together from that point on 
each side, down to the raw edge. The 
fifteen inch space left open on each 
side makes the armholes. These places |

The skirt is a straight, one piece one, 
and is finished with a two and one-half 
inch hem around the bottom. Use 
French seams in making the skirt and 
don’t have them too narrow, or they 
will be hard and disagreeable. Use a 
wash or one strip placket and back- 
stitch it by hand around the turn at 
the bottom, first clipping nearly to the 
geam marking in three places. The 
seam around the turn is, of course, 
narrow and must be perfectly smooth.

The waist {is a kimono cut, and with 
the short sleeves and the rather deep 
turned back cuffs is exceedingly pretty. 

The long, straight lines in pattern 
No. 9979 will be becoming to nearly 
any one, and partciularlly so to the 
stout woman. It is an excellent design 
and should. not be difficult to make.

MODERN SALAD DRESSINGS. 


© begin with, our modern saiad 
dressings contain far less vin- 
egar than those of twenty years 

: back, and greater pain is also 
taken to use only the best sort. Like- 
wise, less dressing is used than for- 
nierly, when so much oil and vinegar 
was left on the plate—wasted. Today 
we have dry instead of sloppy salads, 
in consequence, The old large propor- 
tiens given in recipes were both mis 
leading and wasteful. 

And as to the oils—from having all 
sorts of disiastes for them we have 
fifially learned to use them effectively; 
yet there are an astonishing number 
of people even today who shudder at 
the idea of salad oil. The reason, of 
cdurse, is that they have never been 
properly introduced to it. 

The completest disguise yet used in 
am oil dressing is that mixture which 
makes it over into the widely popular 
tHdbusand island dressing. The foun- 
dation for this dressing is oll beaten 


with an egg yolk and variously sea-. 


sonped, to make the universal mayon- 
neise. Chili sauce added completely 
disguises the fact, or may do so, that 
olive or any of the salad oils are pres- 
ent. A well made tomato puree. may 
take the place of the chili sauce. 


* Thousand Island Recipe in Brief. 

As far as my experience goes, there 
has been no one recipe more sought 
after for the last eight years than that 
for the thousand island dressing. This 
statement would imply that there is 
but one recipe for this salad dressing, 
but by ocomparwg different products 
bearing this name we can easily see 
that there must be scores of recipes, 
differing only in trifies, perhaps, and 
that products made from the same 
retipe vary as the skill and food in- 
teDligence of the cooks vary. 


One rather recent cook book dis- 
poses of the matter briefly as follows: 
“@housand Island dressing—one cup 
ful mayonnaise, five tablespoonfuls of 
chili se uce, one chopped pimento, one- 
haif tablespoon of chopped chives. 
Combine the ingredients in the order 
given.” 

Other brief recipes call for onion 
juice or chopped onion or chives, greca 
chopped pepper, and whipped cream. 
Mayonnaise, thinned a half with 
whipped cream, will stand better usual- 
ly when it is added to a salad than 
without it, and the tream softens the 
flavors. In adding any ingredient toa 
mayonnaise dressing pains should be 
taken to have the two of the same 
temperature, to prevent liquefying or 
breaking down. 

A mayénnaise dressing seems the 
simplest thing in the world to make, 
once you have acquired a sure skill 
in’ beating an egg or an egg yolk, but, 
as everybody knows, in this work the 
skiliful can accomplish in a few 
strokes what the unskillful cannot ac- 
complish, to anywhere near the per- 
fection, in a great number. The dif- 
ference is one of those inexplicable 


things In cookery, or seemingly inex- 
plicable, since the explanation is skill. 
Mayonnaise Is Never Cooked. 

A mayonnaise is an uncooked sauce 
consisting of egg yolk and oil, with 
piquant seasonings. Into one egg yolk 
a skilful rson can beat one quart 
of oil and get a product as stiff as a 
gelatin dessert in appearance. ‘The 
unskilled will take two egg yokes and 
half a cup of oil and be likely to get a 
product like thin cream. 

The difference between these two 
products is more than a matter of 
their physical appearance. The thin 
dressing will be stronger and far less 
delicate of flavor in every way than 
the other. Ig other words, when oil 
is wonderfully aerated by beating air 
into it the flavor is made so mild that 
it may be practically unrecognizable 
behind such seasonings as are added 
to a mayonnaise. 

Cooked dressings, and a number of 
makeshift mixtures of oil and egg, are 
often given the name “ mayonnaise,” 
but they are not the true thing. For 
instance, some people today are using 
as a basis for a thousand island dress- 
ing the following one minute mixture: 

Put seasonings to taste into a bowl— 
one-fourth teaspoon of paprika, one 
fourth teaspoon of mustard, one-half 
teaspoon of salt will be fair—with one 
tablespoon of vinegar and one whole 
egg. Add one-half cup of ofl and beat 
with an egg beater. If the egg is fresh 
this may give a rather thick dressing 
in about one minute of skilled beating. 
When it is seasoned with a tomato 
puree it will make a fair but thin 
thousand island dressing, one consid- 
erably below first grade. 


A Cooked Tomato Puree. 


An onion chopped fine, part or the 
whole of green pepper, and two cups of 
canned tomato cooked down a half and 
strained is better (in making a passa- 
ble thousand island dressing), it seems 
to me, with a poor substitute for may- 
onnaise than is chili sauce. 

There are two variations which may 
be made in providing a red seasoning 
for mayonnaise with the puree. We 
may use it as it is, taking care to have 
it of the right temperature, or we may 
add it to a French dressing and then 
use this mixture for seasoning the 
mayonnaise. 

By rubbing the bowl in which the 
French dressing is made with the cut 
end of a clove of garlic we add an- 
other obscure but piquant element to 
our dressing. A French dressing con- 
pisting of a little salt and paprika, one 
tablespoon of vinegar and two or 
three of oil, is enough, with about the 
same measure of tomato puree, to sea- 
gon one cup of mayonnaise for thou- 
gand island dressing. 

A French dressing so seasoned with 
a tomato puree, or with chill sauce, is 
now used with half of a head of let- 
tuce in place of the almost too uni- 
versal thousand island, and there are 
reasons why the combination makes a 
pleasanter dinner salad. 

Raw Tomato Puree. 

Chop one or two raw tomatoes fine 
and sieve, adding either onion juice 
or some exceedingly fine chopped onion, 
and then mix this with a French dress- 
ing made as just mentioned. This 
should not be a watery compound. 
When mixed with mayonnaise, which 
may be lightened with whipped cream, 
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this to my mind makes the pleasant- 
est of all the Thousand Island dress- 
ings. A bit of chopped chives or pep- 
pergrass may be used for garnish and 
flavor. 

Hot Thousand Island Dressing. 

A hot MWhousand Island dressing 
made with a e mayonnaise and a 
weR seasoned tomato purée is a de- 
licious sauce to serve with corned 
beef hash, green vegetables, and 
with some fish dishes. Have equal 
portions of the purée and mayon- 
naise. A cup of sauce will. goa 
long way, and this is good after, it is 
cold. For this there would be gequired 
one cup of canned tomato cooked down 
half, with a little chopped onion and 
other seasoning. In a smal) aluminum 
frying pan this will cook away rapid- 
ly, even when the cooking is of the 
best sort, that is, gentle. If the pan 
is rubbed with the cut end of a clove 
of garlic, the seasoning will be all the 
more perfect, and without putting this 
garlic away we may rub the rimmed 
soup plate with it in which is to be 
mixed the foundation of mayonnaise. 


For the mayonnaise we take one-half 
cup of oil, one or two egg yolks, ac- 
cording to skill. Perhaps two are best 
when it is to be cooked. Take besides 
a little salt and paprika, and mustard 
if we choose, while two teaspoons of 
vinegar is sufficient. Put the season- 
ings and the egg yolk into the plate 
and whisk them until rather light col- 
ored, then add the vinegar drop by 
drop tmntil one tablespoon of it has 
been used. If by then the mixture is 
not almost as stiff as butter, or if 
it is a thin liquid, there is no use 
going on. After the first tablespoon 
has been beaten into the yolks and the 
mixture is stiff, the oil may then be 
added in larger quantities, and larger. 
When the mixture gets thick, add a 
few drops of vinegar, which will 
whiten and thin it. At the end, a 
tablespoon of boiling water will whiten 
and bind the whole, and be a better ad- 
dition than more vinegar.

A few films have been produced at 
the University of Nebraska and Purdue 
university. Wherever local community 
meetings are held there is a demand 
for films that will help the farmer solve 
his many complex problems. The agri- 
cultural] colleges have started out with- 
in the last few years to help supply this 
need. 


Washington Uses the Film. 


More than a hundred subjects have 
been produced and released by the fed- 
eral department of agriculture at Wash- 
ington, Many of these films dea) with 
the activities of the department, cov- 
ering a wide range of subjects which 
are included in the department’s broad 
field. The films are used principally 
by the field workers of the federal 
department and state extension work- 
ers. Some of the films that have been 
recently released deal with plant dis- 
eases, the boll weevil that is so destruc- 
tive to cotton, and several pictures take 
up the various activities of the farm 
bureaus. 


One of the principal difficulties in 
making the agricultural motion picture 
project a success up to this time has 
been the lack of a medium through 
which the films could be circulated. 
There are few projectors in use in the 
rural communities because the number 
of films available has not j stifled the 
necessary expenditure. Today, with 
county farm bureaus in practically 
every state in the Union, there is an 
opportunity to reach communities even 
where the “shiny screen” is still new. 


Farm Bureaus Cooperate. 


The farm bureaus of this state are 
cotperating with the University of I)- 
linois in the distribution of films to 
community organizations that have 
projectors. New projectors have been 
recently installed in lodge halls, com- 
munity houses, and other meeting 
places, and various organizations are 
planning to get them as soon as enough 
films are available to make it worth 
while. 

A new film dealing with the organ- 


ized farmers of Illinois ts being given 
the final touches and will be released 
soon. It was produced by the Lilinois 
Agricultural asociation, the state farm 
bureau organization. With tne ald of 
expert film producers the farmers furt- 
nished the scenery, the actors, and 
other necessary paraphernalia used fn 
making the picture. 

Even the scenario was written by the

Arrangements were completed at 
the last meeting of the directors, under 
the direction of Mrs. Carroll Sudler, 
president, and a list of prizes made up, 
including many attractive articles do- 
nated by those interested:in the work 
of the asylum. 


The Chicago Nursery and Half 
Orphan asylum is 60 years old, and the 
responsibility of its operation has been 
handed down from mother to daughter 
in the history of many prominent Chi- 
cago families. The new home at 2801 
Foster avenue, an ideal building for thé 
care of children, surrounded by pro- 
ductive garden space and beautiful 
grounds, was built in 1916. The or- 
ganization is one of those indorsed by 
the Chicago Association of Commerce 


' and aided annually from the fund of 


the Chicago community trust. 
To be cligible for the home a child 


must have one parent living. It is 
taken into the home to be cared for 
until the order of family life can be 
reconstructed, if necessary with the aid 
of workers from the staff of the asy- 
lum, Unlike any other institution of 
the kind in Chicago, the home receives 
infants, and a well equipped nursery 
insures their welfare, The average 
number of children cared for at one 
time is 175, all under 14 years of age. 


For the older children there is the 
kindergarten, public schoo! work, rec- 
reation classes, and gardening. The 
latter is done under the supervision of 
a farmerette, and enables the home to 
produce its own fresh vegetables for 
the table. The services of physician, 
oculist, and dentist are always avall- 
able. Everything that contributes to 
the atmosphere of a well ordered home 
surrounds these children until such 
time as their own homes are ready to 
receive them again.

quickly.” —Shakespeare. 


QUICKLY 


A few months ago, at Fall River, Mass., to keep running the 
mill that employed them, 600 working men and women volun- 
tarily suggested a cut in wages. 


Wise were the employers of labor who, during the war, volun- 
tarily or on pressure, in view of the higher costs of living, raised 
wages quickly, who gave liberal bonuses. Returns proved it. 

During the war, the business men who quickly added, and in- 
creased their diminishing stocks at the increased prices, were 
those who showed the better results. 

Conjure the word, “quickly.” For when they did not act 
quickly the chances are they paid more the next day, or the 
next month. 


Fortunately those days belong to the past. 


The average movement of commodities has been downward 
for a considerable time. The decline has not stopped. 

The term “quickly” may be applied today. 

Where there is sane cause, wage workers who accept reason- 
able reductions quickly will do better than those who delay. 
The industry they are in will more quickly have an era of suc- 
cessful readjustment—reconstruction. It will be in better posi- 
tion to exist—to continue its industry, employ labor and pay 
fair, if not war-time wages. 


stocks quickly have reaped the larger harvest. In such times 
genuine price changes become a magnet. Value must be recog-, 
nized. A valuable article at a lower price compels the interest: 
and attention of a larger percentage of people. Business is stim- 
ulated. A firm makes new friends, while holding the old. 

Some firms began to do it in April and May a year ago. They 
have no regrets. One of the brainiest men in this country 
recently said that “if a larger percentage of industry in this 
country had proceeded on similar lines, business would be in an 
entirely different situation today,” 


Does all this contain an admonition to labor? If so, then 
accept what appears to be a reasonable wage reduction. It can 
be done in view of the lower costs of living. Do it quickly. 
What appears to be loss today will be a net gain in the near 
tuture. 

What do you think? 

And this admonition to industry:—If you have been tardy, 
adjust your own inventory quickly. Don’t borrow money to carry 
higher cost goods. Let a buying campaign go along quickly 
as the old stock is moved. Replacement cost reductions on the 
new will make a contribution to lost profits on the old. 

Your enterprise is safeguarded. 

That's all. What do you think?

After an as- 
sistant pastorate in St. Agnes’ parish 
at 39th street and Washtenaw avenue, 
the Rev. Dr. Kiley was appointed to 
his present position of director of the 
central charity bureau, of the archdi- 
ocese of Chicago with offices at 8 South 
Dearborn street.

The great west side, of course, re- 
ports the lowest rentals of the city. 
Out of eighteen vacant four room 
apartnmjents sixteen can be rented for 
$70 or less. 

All of which seems to suggest to the 
flat hunter that if he’s willing to take 
an apartment in a quiet neighborhood 
he can find plenty, many at fairly rea- 
sonable rates.

$125,000 Improvements 


seems about to 
bunch. For now plans have been made 
for two big hostelries and several more 
are understood to be in the conversa- 
tional stage. 

The larger of the two announced 
is the $1,800,000 eight story Oak Park 
hotel, to be erected on the southeast 
corner of Oak Park avenue and Erie 
street—one of the best locations. for 
a hotel in Chicago’s largest suburb. 
The site fronts 170 feet on Oak Park 
avenue and 149 on Erle. 

Will Have Banquet Hall. 

Architect Henry Raeder has drawn 
plans for a building set back forty 
feet on Oak Park avenue and twenty 
six feet on Erie. It will be designed 
to care for’much of the social nctivi- 
ties of the town, and with this in 
view, there will be a 66x46 banquet 
and ball* room, a 52x74 main dining 
room, a smaller dining room, 24x26, 
a 62x74 cafeteria, and a public lobby 
34x100. ‘Fhere will be three small spe- 
clalty shops. The swo dining rooms 
may be thrown together for convc2- 
tions and other big gatherings and 
seat 700. 

There will be 450 rooms, some for 
transients, but mostly with “kitchen- 
ettes. There will be refrigeration in 
each apartment. A. O. Rule of Chi- 
cago and St. Louis, realtor and hotel 
owner; Willing & Hall, Oak Park real- 
tors, and Luther Conant, also an Oak 
Park realty man, are among those in- 
terested in the project. According to 
Architect Raeder it is hoped to have 
the hotel finished by the fall of 1922.

The other big Oak Park hostelry is 
to be called the Oak Park Arms apart- 
ment hotel. It will be built at the
